London, April L'.— Henry M. Stanley's 
letter describes the journey butweun Yuiu- 
bunga and Alburt, Nyanza. It goes much 
into details, and is very interesting. The 
expedition, which consisted of 361) officers 
and men started from Yanibunga June 28, 
1387. On the llrst -day tbo expedition 
marched twelve miles along tho river bank 
u> Yaknnrdo. During the next six days 
tho expedition marched Inland in au east- 
erly direction through a densely populated 
district. 

The natives used every art known to mo- 
lest and impede t ho advance of tho party, 
but, although several contlicts took place, 
t ho party did not, ioso a man. From July 
4 until October 18 they t'ollovrod the left 
bank of the Arinvhoonii. On August I.I ho 
first death occurred, the cause boing dysen- 
tery. So far, for 34 days, tho course had 
been singularly successful.

Folic: is the full text of the 

Govern) i Bill granting u land 
subsidy to tho Canadian Western 
Central Railway Co. : 

BILL. 

An Act to authorize tho granting of a cor- 
tain Land Subsidy for and in aid of the 
Canadian Western Central Railway. 

Whereas an application has been made 
to t ho Legislative Assembly at its present 
session for an Act to incorporate a com- 
pany for the purpose of constructing and 
operating a railway from a convenient 
point near the eastern boundary of the 
Province to the northernmost terminus of 
tho Esquimau and Nonalmo Railway, to 
be called "The Canadian W estern Central 
Railway Company," hereinafter culled the 
company. 

And whereas it is expedient to makes 
conditional grant of land to the said com- 
pany, in aid of the construction of the pro- 
posed railway ; 

Therefore Her Majesty, by and with tho 
consent of the Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of British Columbia, enncts as 
follows: 

1. Upon tho said company filing with the 
Chief Commissioner ol Lands and Works 
a map or plan, to iho satisfaction of thu 
Lieutenant -llovernor in Council, showin:' 
the course and direction of tho proposed 
railway, and the lands intended to be trav- 
ersod. tbeie shall be reserved from pre- 
empt ion and sale a tract of land extending 
thirty-two miles on each side of the line oi 
the proposed railway, to be afterwards 
conveyed to tho company, pursuant to this 
act: Provided that tlie work of actual 
construction of the proposed railway shall 
begin within six months from the lime of 
tlie tiling of the said map or plan, and shall 
bo continuously prosecuted to completion 
with reasonable diligence ; utherwise the 
r.nid reservation of public, lnnds shall be 
void and of nono olt'ect. 

2. Upon the commencement of the actual 

work of construction of tbo proposed rail- 
way, to the satisfaction of the Lieutenant 
Governor In Council, it shall be lawful for 
the Licuteuant-Govornor, by an Ordor-ln- 
Council, to convey to the company all or 
any portion of the lands intended to bo 
granted to tho company, taking satisfac- 
tory socurlty from tlie company for thu 
proper completion of the railway: Pro- 
vided, how over, that tho grants of land to 
made under this section shall not exceed 
twenty thousand acres lor each and ovory 
mile of railway constructed. 

it. Upon tho completion of tho railway 
there shall bo granted to the company, 
save as hereinafter excepted, twenty thou- 
sand acresof land por milo of tho railway. 
The said lands to be granted uudor this 
act Hbull be taken by the company in alter- 
nate blocks on each side of the line of rail- 
way.

1 grant shall not include 
any lands held by grant, louse, agreement 
for sain, or ol her alienation by tho Crown, 
nor shall it include Indian reserves or set- 
tlements, nor military or naval resorveD: 
Provided that tho quantity of land hereby 
excepted out of the grant to the company 
shall be made good to the company by a 
conveyance from tho Government of BrU- 
lull Columbia to tho company of a liko 
quantity of land, the same to bosoleotod 
II 0111 public lands contiguous to the said 
alternate blocks. 

ii. .Nothing in Ibis act contained shall 
prejudice the rights of free miners to 
search lor. get. and win tho precious metals, 
and lo uso timber for mining purposes, 
subject to the mineral and land laws of tho 
Province. 

7. It shall bo lawful for the company to 
take from any public lands aUjacent to or 
near the lino ot the said railway, all stone, 
timber, gravel, or other materials which 
may be necessary or tiselul fur tlu con- 
struction of the railway, and also to lay 
out and appropriate to, tho uso of the com- 
pany a greater extent, of lands, whether 
publifl or private, for stations, depots, 
workshops, side-tracks, wharves and rone- 
ways, ami for establishing screens against 
snow, than the breadth and quantity men- 
tioned in tlie Hallway Act, such grottlOl 
extent being in any case allowed by thu 
Lleulcnant-Govornor in Council, .nil 
shown on the maps or plans deposited 
with Ihe Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works.

in their nine days' march through win 
their sufferings multiplied and several 
deaths occurred. On August 13, on arriv- 
ing at Airsibbin, the natives presented u 
bold front and tho parti lost live men from 
poisoned arrows, August :tl the expedi- 
tion mot a party of Mangoinas, and their 
misfortunes began on this date. Within 
throe days of this unfortunate meeting 26 
men deserted. 

A MONTH OF STARVATION. 

What Stanley describes as an awful 
mouth began on September 18. Leaving 
the stat ion of the Arab chief, Uyarrava, 
when the expedition numbered 261 men. 
having lost 60 by desertion and death, and 
having left B6 sick with Uyarrava, tlie 
route led to the Arab settlement of Kl- 
ilnga-Longa, The men lived on wild fruits, 
fungi and nuts. Boforo reaching ICilinga- 
Longa Stanloy lost 55 mon through starva- 
I ion and desertion. 

AN ARMT OF LIVING SKELETONS. 

A slave owner at [Cillnga-Longa tried bis 
utmost, to ruin the expedition, short of 
open hostilities, He insisted on bis pur- 
chasing rifles, ammunition and clothing, 
so that, tho expedition left the station 
beggared. Tho men wore absolutely naked 
and wore ho woak that thoy -wore unable 
to carry tbo bout. Stanley was therefore 
obliged to leave tho boat, togctbor with 70 
loads of goods, at Klllnga-Longa, under 
care of Surgeon Parke and Cnpt, Nelson, 
the hit tor of whom wns unable to inarch. 
Aftor 13 days journey the party on Novem- 
ber '-' reuchod Ibwirl. 

LAID WASTE BY THK SLAVER. 
Tho Arab devastation, which bad reach- 
ed within a few miles of ibwirl, was so 
t borough that not a native but was left, 
standing between Uyarrava and Ibwhl, 
What tho Arabs did not destroy the ele- 
phants dost royod, turning the whole region 
into a horrible wilderness. Stanley con- 
tinues: "Our sufferings terminated at 
Ibwirl. Wo were beyond roach ot destroy- 
ers. Wc were on virgin soil, a rogion abound- 
ing with food. Wo ourselves wore mere 
skeletons, and a halt wus therefore ordered 
for tho purposoof recuperating. From 2811 
persons wo now numbered 17ii, 

CAPITA I, PUNISHMENT AS DISCIPLINE. 

"Tho suffering had boon so awful, tho ca- 
lamities so numerous, and the forests so 
ondloss that our people refused to believe 
thai we would see t beplainsand cattle, the 
Nyanza nnd Emin Pustiu. Thoy laid turn, d 
u deal ear to our prayers and entreaties, and 
driven by hunger and suffering, they sold 
their rilles and equipments forafcwoais 
of Indian corn. Perceiving that mild pun- 
ishment would be of i'o avail, I resorted lo 
tne death penally, and two of the worst 
eases -were hanged in the presence of ail. 
We waited for 13 days at Ibwlri. Supplies 
were Inexhaustiblo, and our neoplo glutted 
themselves with such effect t hat we had 17:1 
sleek and robust men. Wll n wo started 
tor Albei t Nyanza, November 24, wo were 
still lit; miles from the lake. Given food, 
tbo distance seemed nothing. 



I saw the steamer Ivbedivo about 7 miles 
away. 

THE MERTINQ WITH EMIN. 
"Soon after 7 o'clock Emin Pasha, Signer 
Casnti and Mr. Josephson arrived at our 
oaiup. where they were heartily welcomed 
by all of us. Wo were together until May 
'-'5, when 1 left him, leaving Josephson, 
three Soudanese and two Zanzibar! in Ids 
care. Seven days later 1 wus at Fort 
Bodo. At the fort were Capt. Nelson, and 
Lieut. Stairs: The latter bud returned 
from Nyurrava, 22 days after 1 had set out 
for the hike, bringing with him, alas! only 
Hi mon out of .MU All Iho rest were dead. 
BACK TO THE CONOO. 
."On Juno Hi I left Port Bodo with all 
Zan/.ihari's and ltd of Emin's people, lea '■ 
ingall my otHeors at tho fort. On Juno 
24 wo reached Killinga-Longa. and on July 
1!) Nyurrava. Tbo hitler station was de- 
serted. Passing en down the river as fast 
as wo could go, daily expecting lo 
meet the couriers I had sent to Muj. 
Bartlelot. we indulged ourselves In pious- 
Ing anticipations as we noared tho goal. 
August 10 we overtook Uyarrovu with a 
flotilla of 57 canoos and our couriers, re- 
duced to 17, who related an awful story of 
lialr-broadth escapes and tragic scenes. 
Three had been slain, two were still feeble 
from wounds, and all except live bore on 
their bodies scars of arrow wounds." 

A week later Stanley met the rear coin inn 
of tho expedition at Bunalva and found 
Mr. Bouncy. Eroui the latter Stanly 
learned, greatly to bis sorrow, of theshoot- 
ing of -Major Bartlelot by a native a month 
boforo, Jamison had gone to Stanley Kails 
to try to get moro men from Tippo Tib. 
Ward was at l'.angulu and Bouncy was the 
only while man at, Bunnlya. Aflor de- 
scribing what a wreck be found tho rear 
OOlumn to he, Stanley complains of the 
ofllcorsat Yanibunga having too rapidly 
accepted tho deserters' reports of his death 
and sending his personal kit of medicines, 
etc., down the Congo, leaving him nuked 
of necessities for Ins return lo Emin. 
AN ENORMOUS FOREST. 
Tho letter then summarizes what had 
been accomplished, Tho expedition was 
Hill days in one continuous, unbroken, com- 
pad. forest. The gr.ess hind was traversed 
In eight days. How far west beyond the 
Congo the forest reaches Stanley does not, 
know. Thesuperllcial i xtent of 'the tracts 
described above, totally covered by forest, 
is -JUi.ooo square miles. North of tho Congo, 
between Upsotoand Aruwlliml, the forest, 
oinbracos another 20,000 square miles. Be- 
tween Yanibunga and Nyanza Stonloy 
came across live distinct languages. 

At a distance of 50 miles Horn tho camp 
on the Nyanza they saw a mountain pro- 
bably 17,1)00 or 18,000 feet in height abovo 
the sen. it is covered with snow, it is 
called Reuvcnzori, and w ill prove a rival 
to Kelimnrrio. Three natives who had 
seen the lake to thu south agree that, it is 
large, but not so largo OS tbo Albert Ny- 
anza. 

EMIN PASHA'S SITUATION. 

Emin Pasha bus two batalltons of regu- 
lars, the llrst consisting of 750 l ilies und tho 
second of IHO. Besides these, ho bus u re- 
spectable force of irregulars. In conver- 
sation with Stanloy, Kinin said if ho con- 
sented ti go away from there they would 
have nearly lU.OOtl people with them. Emin 
was much worried to know how all the 
women and children, numbering over 2,000, 
could bo brought away, lie and Stanley 
discussed iho matter at great length, but 
reached no conclusion, 

Emin said the Egypt ians. of whom ho 
had 100 mon, besides their women and chil- 
dren, would be very willing to leave, und 
ho n on Id ho glad to be lid of them, as thoy 
undermine his authority und nullify his 
endeavors to retrial. When he Informed 
them I hat Khartoum bad fallen and Gordon 
Pasha was slain, thoy told the Nubians 
that it was a concocted story, and some 
day the steamers would ascend the river 
to their relief. Emin proposed after Stan- 
ley's departure to visit Fort Bo'lo. 

Stanloy says In conclusion that he in 
etructod tho officers at the fort, to destroy 
it and accompany Emin to the Nyanza. Ho 
hopes to n.eet lliem ull there, as he intend- 
ed making a short cut to the Nyanza along 
a new route.

OUT 01' THE W ODDS AND IN SUNSHINE, 

"On December 5, wo emerged upon the 
plains, leaving the deadly and gloomy for- 
est behind us. After 1110 (lays of continuous 
gloom, wo saw the light of broad day shin- 
ing all around, making all I lungs beautiful. 
The men literally leaped and yolled with 
joy and raced over the ground with thoir 
burdens. 

THE WAR-DRUMS OF MAZAMBLNI. 
"On the Oth wc outored the country of tho 
poworful chief Mazemblnl. The natives 
sighted us, but we were prepared. Thu war 
cries were terrible, from hill to hill, pealing ( 
across the intervening valleys. The people | n 
gathered in hundreds at every point, war- 
horns and drums announced tho struggle. 
After a slight skirmish, ending in our cap- 
turing a cow, tho llrst beef wo had tasted 
since we loft, the ocean, the night passed 
peacefully, both sides preparing for the 
morrow, 

ALBERT NYANZA IN SIOUT. 
Here Stanley narrates how negotiations 
with tho natives failed; how a detach- 
ment of 10 porsons led by Lieutenant Stairs, 
and anothor of :-i0 left tho zurobe, and 
assaulted and carried tho villages, driving 
t be natives into a general rout. The march 
was resumed on tho 12th. There were 
constant lights ull along the route. "On 
the afternoon of the Klfb," says Stanley, 
"wo sighted the Nyanza, with Kavulli, the 
objective point of the expedition, six miles 
oil'. I hud told the men to prepare toseo 
Nyanza. Thoy murmured and doubled. 
When they saw Nyanza below ihein many 
came lo "kiss my hands. Wo were now 
5200 feet above the *cu level, and 2!W0 foot 
above the Albert Nyanza. Aflor a shorl 
halt to enjoy the prospect, we commenced 
t he rugged and stony descent. Before the 
rear guard had descended 100 foot, the na- 
tives from Ihe plateau poured after them, 
keeping the rear guard busT until within 
a few hundred feet ot tho Nyanza plains. 
NO NEWS OK EM IN. 
" We afterwards approached tho village 
of Kakongo, situated at t ho south-west 
corner of Albert lake. Three hours wer 



sponi by un in attempting to make friends, 
but. we signally laded. They would nut 
oxohnngo Ihe blood of brotherhood, be 



cause t hey bad inn er heard of any good 
people coming from the west side of the 
lake. They would not accept any present 
from us, because they did not know who 
we were, but they would give us water lo 
drink and show us thu road up lo Nyain- 
sussio. Prom these singular people we 
learned thai they hud beard there was a 
while man at Unyoro, but thoy bad never 
heard of any white man being on the west 
side, nor had they ever scon any steamers 
on the lake. Wo woro shown tho path, 
•NO BOAT TO 0RO8S THE LAKE. 

"Wo ramped about half a mile from the 
lake and thou began to consider our posi- 
tion. My couriors from Zanzibar had evi 
dent Iv no!, arrived, or

My boat wa id 
ICllliigii-Longn, 100 miles distant, and lin e 
were no canoes obtainable; t here was no plan 
feasible except to retreat 10 Ibwirl, build a 
fort, send a party buck lo ICilinga-Longa 
fora boat, store up ovory load in the ion 
not conveyable, leave a garrison in the fort 
to hold ii, march back to Albert lake and 
send Ihe heat, in BCntell of K'm'n Pasha.

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UNFAIR TO THE PRESS. 

The Legislative AasemDly was not 
just to the newspaper press of tho 
Province wlion it rofusod to pass tho 
Eiggins Libel Bill. That bill allowed 
tho proprietors of newspapers nothing 
but what was fair. It gave them no 
license to attack private character, 
and it did not screen them from pun- 
ishment when they maliciously in- 
jured reputation of their fellovr- 
citizei. All that it purported to do 
was to rotoct the editors and pro- 
prietor!! of newspapers from vexatious 
and spiteful prosecution while carry 
ing on their business in the ordinary 
•way. 

The law pro-supposes malice on tho 
part of tho publisher. This is most 
unreasonable, and most unjust. The 
main object of tho publisher is to givo 
his patrons tho news of the clay. In 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred — 
and much more than that — ho, in 
inserting an itotu of news, has no 
feeling one way or tho other. He 
chronicles what takes place without 
desiring or intending to hurt anyone 
He must necessarily depend upon 
others for his information, and he or 
those whom lie employs take all reas- 
onable precautious to find out whether 
the informant is reliable or not. 
There is not mucii tune for inquiry, 
and, unfortuuutely, people sometimes 
make false and groundless state- 
ments. It is therefore no wonder 
that mistakes are now and then 
made. The wonder rather is 
that the mistakes ure so few. They 
are nearly all made inadvertently and 
without the slightest design to do 
harm to any one. The wanton mali- 
cious fabrications that we sometimes 
hear about aro remarkably few. To 
take for granted, therefore, that overy 
statement published in a newspaper 
is made with malicious intent, is, as 
we have already said, a most unjust 
assumption. 

We observe that many of the mem- 
bers who took part in the discussion 
consider that they have been ill-used 
by the newspapers. It is no doubt a 
little hard on a man new to pnblic 
life to bo criticised in tho public 
prints. He imagines that remarks 
made on his public character and his 
official acts are personal affronts, and 
resents them accordingly ; but when 
ho gets a littlo older, and acquires 
more experience, ho sees that it is 
necessary for the public well-being 
that newspapers should keep a strict 
watch over the public acts of public 
men, and he comes to take criticism 
on his own public acts with becoming 
philosophy. We do not believe that 
it is the province of tho journalist to 
pry into men's private affairs, or to 
comment on their acts as private citi- 
zens. Remarks on those aubjects are 
generally mischievously impertinent, 
and if in making them the journalist 
injures the reputation of his fellow- 
citizen, ho should be required to 
make ample reparation. Publishers 
abuse their power when they 
make their papers the vehicles of 
gossip and Blander. Those of then 
who do this deserve to be treated as 
other slanderers are. We, at any rate, 
do not believe that they should bo 
protected, and we aro quite sure that 
the bill introduced by Mr. Eiggins 
gave si h publishers no protoctio 
Whatever. It was, wo think, tho im- 
pression among the majority that it 
was calculated to operate in thi3 way 
that caused its defeat. But a closer 
examination will show that it. oilers 
no shelter to the deliberate slanderer 
and evil speaker. 

Wo are sorry to observe a tendency 
in some newspapers to go out of their 
way to attack private character and 
to comment upon the private business 
of members of the community. This 
is an unprofessional and a mis- 
chievous practice and is certain to 
bring newspapers into disrepute and 
to cause moil to have a low opinion of 
the journalistic profession. This 
practice was at one time general in 
Canada, but it is, wo aro pleased to 
see, fast disappearing. Journalists 
who possess tho proper amount of 
self respect will not publish in their 
newspapers what would be regarded 
as unpardonable impertinences if 
uttored in decent society. They have 
too much regard for the rights and 
the feelings of others to publish re- 
marks about (he appearance and the 
conduct of private eiti/.ons. Those 
aro matters in which the public have 
no concern and with which it 
is not tho business of the journal- 
ists to deal. When a publisher 
keeps within his proper sphere it is 
unfair that ha should bo worried and 
made to Buffer loss because in collect- 
ing news or in reporting the proceed- 
ings of public meetings and courts of 
law, ho has undesignedly inflicted on 
a fellow-citizen what ho regards as an 
injury. Tho injury is generally moro 
imaginary than real and can bo fully 
repaired by tho means provided in the 
bill which the House, as wo belie vo, 
too hastily rejected. Laws almost 
idontical wilh tho Iliggins' Libel Bill 
have been adopted and aro in force in 
other parts of the Dominion, and wo 



to become law the newspapers would 
havo been benefited and no injury 
done to any person or class in the 
province. 

THE RREUWUS MET A LS. 

We are ever roady to "render unto 
Ctesar the things that are Cieaar's;" 
but we cannot be reconciled to accord 
to him more than his duo without a 
struggle. An amiable person is a nice 
adjunct to a tea-party; but amiability 
is not always a desirable quality in 
business or politics. 

There are occasions in every man's 
life whon it is inoumbont upon him to 
assert hhnBelf, and the alowost to take 
offence is often the most dangorous 
and destructive when roused to action 
by oncroachmsnt on his rights and 
privileges. The bitterest opponent 
will not charge that this Government 
has been pugnacious in its dealings 
with tho Dominion; on the contrary, 
members of the Opposition have boon 
heard to say in the House and from 
the platform that the local ministry 
has proved a pliant and subsorvent 
tool in the hands of the Federal Gov 
eminent. Tho Settlement Bill 
has boon termed "the surrender 
bill" and the losder of tho Opposition 
has asserted many times that the 
change in the terms of union which 
formed tho basis of tho Settlement 
Act was fatal to tho contention of Mr. 
Davie that the ownership of the min- 
erals in the railway belt rosided in the 
Province and not in the Dominion. 
It was asserted by Mr, Beaven and 
liia followers that undor the original 
act of union the Province did not 
part with tho minerals; but that the 
(implied) mineral reservation in 
the terms wa3 swept away by the set- 
tlement arranged by the Smithe- 
Davie government. The country, ac- 
cording to the Opposition leader, had 
been undone by the excessive amia- 
bility and pliability of the Anttorney- 
General and his government. 

The adoption of tho peace policy 
had ruined the country and 
placed it at the mercy of 
Ottawa. The telegram wired from 
London yesterday has shown the fal 
lacy of Mr. Beaven's reasoning and 
the soundness of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral's judgment in first carrying the 
osse to Ottawa and, when worsted 
there, to the Privy Council in Lon- 
don. Ho has won a groat victory be- 
fore the highest legal tribunal on 
earth. The greatest lawyers in the 
world havo decided that the precious 
minerals in the railway belt did not 
pass with the lands, and that, conse- 
quently, the gold and silver are still 
veBted in the Province. Lord Bacon, 
long ago, decided that tho "royal 
metals"— gold and silver — do not 
pass unless they are specifically men- 
tioned in the deed conveying the 
land. This authority has been quoted 
on many occasions since and sus- 
tained by high legal authority. Some 
dozen years ago an Australian sold to 
a speculator a tract of land. Subse- 
quently gold was discovered in the 
tract. The seller claimed the right 
to mine for the precious metal. The 
claim was resisted and tho Aus- 
tralian courts decided that the metals 
went with the land. The case wa» 
carried on appeal to London and thers 
the decision of the Australian courts 
was roversed and the Baconian au- 
thority upheld. Tho government, al- 
though denounced as tools and fools 
and amiablo do-nothings, have dono 
battle gallantly and have achieved a 
triumph that is worth untold millions 
to the Province— supposing tho me- 
talliferous deposits in tho belt to 
possess but a tithe of their estimated 
value. The victory belongs to the 
Attorney-Goneral and his government 
exclusively. Tho humbled Opposition 
may bo allowed to offer their con- 
ciliations, but thoy cannot claim 
tho slightest credit. So far from aid- 
ing they tried to dishearten tho 
government by ridicule and evil prog- 
nostications of disaster. Lot any lover 
of profane literature turn to the files of 
the Times and read therein the 
speeches of the Opposition members 
upon this very subject. He will be 
surprised and pained at the amazingly 
shortsightedness and astounding want 
of patriotism that thoy develop. 

Tho confirmation of the claim of 
the province moans tho extension of 
our liberal mining laws over the min- 
eral district; a lower scale of fees 
than that charged by tho Dominion, 
and a considerable accession to the 
revenue from minoral sources. We 
feel gratified at tho achievement of a 
Government that but lately was de- 
clared by its enemies to be too 
imbecile und ignorant to contend for 
one moment against the astute "law 
lords" of the Dominion. And to tho 
Attorney-General, on whose advice 
the Government acted, may we not 
aptly apply the couplet which we 
once read beneath a portrait of 
Brunol, the eminent engineer? 
"His public works will host attest his fame, 
Whilst private wortb adds lustre to hi-i 
name." 



angles; she delights in curves and in 
soft outlines, and when she has a 
chance to do her werk in her own 
way, art, particularly in landscapes, 
cannot improve her very much. If 
Mr. Heywood and his fellow contri- 
butors will givo tho trees he describes 
to tho city their fellow citizens will be 
most thankful and tho corporation 
ought gladly to undertake to protect 
and cultivate them. But they should 
bo planted where they are most 
wanted and where they will add to 
the beauty and tho attractiveness of 
tho park; and the only one who can 
tell just where to put them so that 
thoy will have the best offoct is a man 
who thoroughly understands the busi- 
ness of landscrpo gardening. If Mr. 
Heywood will consent to act under 
tho direction of such a porson when 
his services aro procured, his hand- 
some donation will be most accept- 
able; but we aro deoidodly of opinion 
that it would be better to do without 
the treoa altogether, however much 
they may be calculated, whon properly 
disposed, to beautify tho park, than 
to allow aniateura m their attempts to 
improve tho grounds to make thorn a 
piece of unsightly patchwork. What 
is done to the park must bo done ac- 
cording to a plan deaignsd by a skil- 
ful landscape gardener. It is only in 
this way tho work can bo done with 
taate and uniformity. That plan will 
bo, we tako it, to pre»orve, as hasbeon 
done in the Mount Royal Park, 
Montreal, tho natural features of 
the grounds as nearly as possible, 
and when additions aro made to have 
them appear as nearly like a sponta- 
neous outgrowth as tho nature of the 
improvements permit. Tho groat at- 
traction of Mount Royal Park to the 
citizen is that he can in live minutes 
walk from Sherbrooke street and find 
himself in the quiet and tho seclusion 
of the natural forest. Sitting under 
one of its trees it requires a strong 
effort of the imagination to realize 
that ho is within ritlo shot of the 
largest and busieBt city of the Do- 
minion. That park wis laid out by 
tho most eminent landscape gardener ia 
the United States. Beacon Hill Park 
is quite as beautiful in its way, and 
the only way to maintain its beauty ia 
to meddle with it as littlo as possible 
und to allow no one to touch it who 
does not work under the direction of 
an expert. 



While we are on tho Biibjocfc of tree 
planting may wo not enquiro if it is 
not time to adopt some system of pro- 
viding the streets with shade trees? 
There is no part of the Dominion 
where such a variety of shade treos can 
be madotogrowasin British Columbia, 
and there is no city to which shade 
trees would be a greater adornment 
than this city of Victoria. Rows of 
trees along some of the widest 
streets would add to the beauty of the 
city and it is a little surprising that 
more has not been done in this direc- 
tion. The relief to the eye which trees 
would give in many streets would be 
very great, and their shade in sum- 
mer would be most grateful. Tho 
inhabitants of Victoria should take a 
pride in making their city as beauti- 
ful as enterprise and good taste can 
make it. Nature has boon prodigal 
of its gifts to it, and when its inhab- 
itants are obliged to hide its beauties 
by buildings which cannot bo made 
very beautiful the loast they can do ia 
to lino its streets with graceful trees. 
They have, too, an intoroBt in 
making their city comfortable and 
attractive. The delightful climate of 
Victoria will make it a popular health 
resort and the residence of people 
from the East who are unablo or un- 
willing to bear the rigors of the win- 
ter of the Eastern parts of the Do- 
minion if pains aro taken to make 
the most of its natural advantages. 
Victoria can be made one of the pleas- 
iintest places on this side of lleuven. 
All that ia required is to keop it as 
near as possiblo to what Nature made 
it and intended it to be. 



"BE A UTY UNA DO EN ED." 

Mr. Heywood has appliod to tho 
Hoard of Aldormoii for leave to plant 
trees in Beacon Hill Park. That gen- 
tleman deserves every credit for tho 
public spirit which ho displays, but 
we trust that the Board will bo care- 
ful how it permits any one to inter- 
fere with the arrangements of tho 
Park. Beacon Hill Park is a lovely 
plonsuro ground. Its chief beauty 
consists in tho absence of art. Jt is 
as nature made it and it should be 
left as nearly in its natural stale as 
its use us a public park will permit.

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PBESS COMMENT. 

The Vancouver World. 
Our noighber round the corner 
lathes itself into a fury oyur 
the projected Western Pacific 
Railway, and the probability of the 
•Dterpi'ise being liberally subsidized 
by the Province as well as by the Do- 
minion, and threatens all sorts of diro 
vengeance upon all and sundry who 
hold up their hands in approval of 
thu enterprise. Ever since railway 
construction bogan in Canada, rail- 
ways have beon aided by the Govern- 
ment of old Canada as well as by the 
■everal provinces. The Grand Trunk 
■t the present day is a heavy debtor 
to the country for subsidies given it 
in tho early forties. The Northern 
of Canada is in tho saino category. 
Every railway built in Ontario, in 
addition tu municipal aid, received 
Government assistance. The Canadian 
Pacific laud and money grant, as will 
as the sections completed and rolling 
■took turned over to the original syn- 
dicate, practically constructed the 
road to Port Moody. .From that, 
point to Vancouver, a distance of 14 
miles, the company received a land 
grant from tho Provincial Govern- 
men of G,000 acres, whilst tho private 
property owners contributed fully ono- 
third of their holdings in aid of thu 
enterprise. The city of Now West- 
ininator and the Government built 
free of any cost to the C. P. 11., tho 
branch line into the Royal City from 
the Junction. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment gave the Hon. Robt. Duns- 
muir 8760,000 in cash and a land 
grant of close upon 2,000,000 acres on 
the Island for constructing tho Esqui- 
mau and Nanaimo Railway. In the 
.Northwest and Manitoba land grants 
are being given to railway companies 
for building now lines of railway. The 
Government of Manitoba is guaran- 
teeing the bonds of the Northern Pa- 
cific and Manitoba Railway for ex- 
tending its service. In our Province a 
liberal land grant is to be given to the 
Kootonay Railway, whilst the Shu- 
awap and Okanagon line is subsidized 
to the extent of 8400,000 per mile. 
Assistance from the Treasury will also 
be given to tho Cariboo line as well as 
to the Victoria, Saanich and New 
"Westminster line and probably to the 
Vancouver and New Westminster 
■hort line. The promoters of the 
Western Pacific, whose line will run 
through the northern part of this pro- 
vince — through the far-otl' Peaoe Riv- 
er district, whose resources aro prac- 
tically valueless unless tapped by a 
line of railway — and thence to the city 
of Victoria through the moun- 
tains, across Seymour Nar- 
rows and tho Island Rail- 
way, have a right to ask forasub- 
atantial subsidy. The scheme is a vast 
one and deserves liberal encourage- 
ment at the hands of the Government 
of Canada, as well as from our own 
authorities. The expenditure on this 
work will be heavy, and in order to be 
able to float their bunds in London 
the company ask for a land grant of 
alternate sections along the line with- 
in the bonds of the Province, extend- 
ing to twenty miles on either side of 
tha track. The roquest is so very 
modest an one, for a railway corpora- 
tion to ask, especially through a sec- 
tion of country of which but little is 
known, that scarcely a person uf any 
note or influence in the country will 
be found opposing it. The construc- 
tion of the Canadian Pacifio through 
the mountains brought these parts 
within the pale of civilization, so also 
will the extension of tho railway sys- 
tem of the northwest from Edmonton 
onwards through tho mountains to the 
coast bring a remote and unknown 
part of this Province within the reach 
of civilization, law and order. At pre- 
aent that section of country is practi- 
cally valueless. Onco a railway is 
through it, taxes will flow into the 
treasury from the thousands that will 
flock thither to the Poace river, Cari- 
boo and Chilcoton sections of this Pro- 
vince. The company is diserviug of 
liberal encouragement, and as British 
Columbia has millions upon milliunsof 
acres lying in their original state, she 
can well afford to part with sovoral 
millions in aid of rondoring the bal- 
ance of her holdings valuable. We fear 
it is not the interest or welfaro of the 
country that is troubling our norvous, 
irritablo neighbor. The strings are 
pulled an its conductor and as he has 
to say his piece as directed, his liberty 
of action is curbed and his views make 
him tho laughing stock of the whole 
community.

It would seem Unit he 
is the champion of the .lames Bay of- 
ficer, whom "Citizen" thinks should 
haven further cut in his hours of 
work, and also should bo made the 
particular care of the Chief. The fact 
is, the .lames Bay officer has at present 
but eight hours' work. He reports for 
duty at eight o'clock, takes an hour 
in which to dine sumptuously at the 
Poodle Dog at midnight, and then 
continues bis arduous rounds until live 

o'clock, when he is free In seek "that 

ropose which is absolutely necessary 
to qualify a man for the oflicient dis- 
charge' of a night-watchman's duty." 
The length on duty of this, in "Citi- 
zen's" opinion, overworked individual 
was formerly nine hours, hut Chief 
Shoppard cut them down to eight. If 
he should make an arrest, which it 
scarcely probable, he would perhaps 
bo required at the court in the morn- 
ing, but not, otherwise. 

So far as the recent burglaries are 
concerned, I think a greater propor- 
tion of arrests have boon made than 
during such epidemics in previous 
years.
